Showdown is Seen 


Between Wallace 


and Byrnes Group 


Further Utterances May 


Cause Cabinet 
Split;

Washington, Sept. 16.—(AP)— 


Secretary of commerce Wallace 
said today "I stand upon my New 
York speech"—a speech on for- 
eign policy at sharp variance with 
that of Secretary of State Byrnes. 
President Truman repudiated it 
Saturday as U. S. policy. 


Wallace's statement 
given 
to 


reporters shortly after 
he re- 


turned to his office from New 
York said: 


"I stand upon my New York 


speech. It was interesting to find 
that both the extreme right and 
the extreme left disagreed with 
the views I expressed. Feeling as 
I do however, that most Ameri- 
cans are concerned 
about, 
and 


willing- to work for, peace, I in- 
tend to continue my efforts for 
a just and lasting peace and 1 
shall, within the 
near 
future, 


speak on the subject again." 


Aides at the commerce depart- 


ment told reporters 
betore the 


statement was issued that Wal- 
lace had talked by telephone with 
the White House and probably 
would see Mr. Truman sometime 
tomorrow. 


They said Wallace would have 


nothing further to say about his 
New York speech today. 


At the state department, offi- 


cials said they hoped that Wallace 
would decide against making any 
more speeches on foreign policy 
unless he first clears them with 
the state. Information as to his 
actual course was lacking there, 
however. 


At the commerce department 


Wallace aides said Wallace had 
no immediate comment on the re- 
action to his speech—including 
President Truman's 
of his approval of it. 


They said Wallace might issue 


a statement later in the day. 
Theft"watT an£# talk^'too, that he 
might try to see the president and 
clear up the situation resulting 
from Mr. Truman's saying that 
while he had not approved what 
Wallace said, he did approve his 
right to say it. 


The White House disclosed Un- 


dersecretary of State Clayton, 
spearheading the state depart- 
ment's counter-moves to Wallace's 
attack on Byrnes policies, would 
see Mr. Truman at 12:30 p. m. 
(CDT), but did not divulge the 
purpose of the visit.

Divorces Nearly a 
Third of Wedding 
Totals in America 


Washington, Sept. 16.— (AP) — 


The nation's courts ground out 
nearly one-third as many divorces 
as there were marriages in 1945, 
setting divorce 
record 25.5 per 


cent over that of 1944, the prev- 
ious peak year. 


In reporting the divorce-mar- 


riage ratio, the federal security 
agency said more than 502,000 
marriages ended in divorce courts 
last year, while 1,618,331 couples 
formed new families. The mar- 
riage rate was 8.7 per cent below 
the peak year of 1942. 


Wary of using its study to pre- 


dict future trends, the FSA re- 
ported that both marriage ana 
divorce rates rise with prosperity 
and fall with depression, adding: 


"The marriage is 
the 
more 


sensitive of the two. since a mar- 
riage contract can be entered in- 
to more readily than it can be 
dissolved." 


With the divorce rate 
nearly 


steady at 1.9 divorces per 1,000 
population in 1937-39. it jumped 
to 3 6 in 1945. The ratio of divor- 
ces to marriage also climbed from 
17.8 divorces per 100 marriages 
to the 1945 total of 31 divorces 
per 100 marriages. 


The nation's marriage rate fol- 


lowed 
the 
prosperity-depression 


curve, with an unprecedented low 
of 7.9 per 1,000 in the depression 
year, 1032. Business improved and 
the rate climbed to 11.3 m 1937. 
It dropped one point with the 
brief recession of 1938 and start- 
ed climbing again. 


The start of the draft and ot 


defense manufacturing sent the 
wartime wedding march into high 
gear . 


The wartime peak came in 1942 


when 1,772,132 couples said their 
vows. There was a two-year de- 
cline then as eligible men went 
overseas. But by mid-1945, sol- 
diers came home for redeploy- 
ment and veterans returned to 
civilian life, a new marriage rush 
began.

For the first time in history 


says the Post Office department 
a uniform rai.e will apply to al; 
air mail moving between U. S, 
territory. That is because the law 
reducing the rate specifies that all 
air mail destined to any U. S. ter- 
ritory will be treated as domestic 
mail. 


This 
will 
involve reduction: 


from current rates up to 90 cents 
an ounce. For example, the pres- 
ent air mail rate between the 
United States and the Canal Zone 
is 10 cents an ounce: to Guam, 35 
cents and to Hawaii, 15 cents. 


Existing air mail postage be- 


tween Puerto Rico and Guam, is 
43 cents a half-ounce and between 
Guam and the Canal Zone 45 cents 
a half ounce. 


The Post Office department on 


Dec. 23. 1641, set up a rate of six 
cents a half-ounce for air mail to 
or from the armed forces. This 
mail otherwise would have been 
subject to much higher foreign air 
mail rates, 


"U. S. Flag Route" 


The ^new five cent rate will 


apply to members of the U. S. 
armed forces anywhere in the 
world and also to civilian person- 
nel authorized 
to receive mail 


through Army or Navy post of- 
fices. 


The department plans to christ- 


en the new rate the "U. S. Flag 
Rate". An active promotional cam- 
paign is planned to stimulate air 
mail volume although the depart- 
ment expects record use of air mail 
under the reduced rate. 
Tt may be necessary before long 


to handle air mail the same way 
regular mail is treated now—that 
is to sort it en route. 


Hence, the Post Office depart- 


ment will fly its first "mail car" 
from here to Chicago by way of 
Dayton. Ohio, on Sept. 25. The 
idea is to see how practicable it 
is to have mail clerks take to the 
airways just as they have to the 
railroads. 


September 25 also is the day 


the new nickel air mail stamp

exclusive first-day sale in Wash- 
ington. They will be available for 
sale at other postoffice beginning 
Sept. 26. 


The stamp will be of special de-
